Wasuineton, September 4.—The school bell is call- 
ing a considerable section of Washington society 
home just now. Within a few days the schools— 
public and private—open, and those who have chil- 
dren of school age are returning to be ready for the 
beginning of the year's work; and that portion of 
society who is thus interested in schools is very 
large. Those who suppose that society refuses to 
obey the scriptural injunction to “multiply and re- 
plenish the earth“ are mistaken.

ARTISTS’ MODELS. 


Ladies Who Are Willing to Pose 

Without Draperies. 
— 

Seareity of Professional Models in St. 
Louls—Experiences of a Well-Known 
Artist With Ladeis of Unlimited Vanity— 

' Difficulties in Employing Inexperienced 
Models. 


It was in a large studio, on the first floor of one of 
the few buildings dedicated to art in this city 
Mr. , the painter, sat yesterday surrounded 
by a host of admiring friends to whom he was hold- 
ing forth on the difficulties of an artist's lot. He did 
not look as though the world had treated him very 
badly and yet he seemed to feel that he had been 
U}-used. 

There are,” said he, “probably few large cities 
in the world which afford as little encouragement 
to Art as St. Louis, and the proof of this statement 
can be found in the fact that almost all the artists 
who start here go elsewhere as soon as their repu- 
tations are established, unless they have some 
spec tie to bind them to this city. Why 
they cannot make enough here to 
— Ar bread and — — the aot anes 

ina very easy chair and gazed pensively 
delicately coi bowl of his meerschaum, which 
he held between his forefin and thumb. 

“There is,“ he continued, something altogether 
wrong about the very atmosphere ods eg where 
itis considered a crime against morality to have 
models.

violently opposed the arrangement and,in deference

“There are some models in St. Louis that can be 
hired by people of whom they know something, but 
they keep their business a profound secret, and you 
have to apply to them introduced in some way, and 
one only hears of them accidentally. There was a 
man here who would pose sometimes who was a 
superb model. He was a teacher of gymnastics and 
every muscle was fully developed. He was the easi- 
est creature to paint imaginable, for it was not 
necessary to remember just where a muscle should 
be—it was there before vou. It is very difficult to get 
a good male model anywhere, because they are apt 
to be developed in an irregular way. Some men walk 
a great deal and so have their lower limbs in fine 
condition, while their arms are altogether dispro- 
portionately small; if they do much rowing the op- 
posite effect is produced, and it is the chest and 
arms which are fully developed. Good female mod- 
els are quite as scarce, even when there are plenty 
to choose from, and here, where one is lucky to get 
any, itis very nearly impossible, Just think what 
a draw-back that is for artists. It is simply absurd.“

How People Remember. 
From the Popular Science Monthly. 

If, now, we make models of four brains, and 
on the first mark out the location of the vari- 
ous areas connected with the various sensory 
organs, as determined by the anatomical con- 
nection of the white nerve-threads; on the sec- 
ond mark out the location of the various areas 
which physiologists have shown to govern 
various sensory organs; on the third mark out 
the various areas whose disease produces dis- 
turbance of action in the various sensory or- 
gans, and loss of memories of perceptions by 
those organs; and on the fourth mark out the 
various areas which wither after diseases of 
the various sensory organs—we shall find 
that upon all four brains the areas belonging to 
any one organ coincide. We may, therefore, 
conclude that each class of sensations and each 
class of memories has its own definite area of 
the gray matter on the surface of the brain. 
Memories of objects seen are located in the 
posterior part jn the — 2 — region. Mem- 
ories of sounds heard are located in the lower 
lateral part in the temporal rerion. Memories 
of motions in the limbs, and touch in those 
limbs, are located side by side in the central 
lateral region. Memories of speech are located 
in the frontal region. It is, therofore, a mis- 
take to speak of memory as a single faculty of 
the mind, It is reaily an assemblage of dis- 
tinct memories which we possess, each kind of 
memory being as different from tbe others, 
both in its nature and in its location, as are the 
different organs of sense through which the 
original perceptions came,

We claim that our method of control is now so thorough, that with the assist- 
ance of our customers we can locate the point at which the adulteration takes 
place. The milk received from each farmer is tested by our chemists every = to 
prevent the farmers from imposing upon us, Samples of milk and cream are taken 
erery day in the street from the delivery wagons 7 assistant inspectors and test- 
ed by our chemists to prevent the drivers from aduiterating milk or cream. And 
samples are taken from the houses of customers and tested by our chemists to find 
out if the servants adulterate the milk or cream. In addition to this, our assist- 
aut inspector is required to go into not less than fifteen houses every day to have 
a paper signed by the customer, asking if there is any cause of satisfaction. 
This is done to control the assistant inspector. 

When a complaint is made, we send the assistant inspector to the house of the 
so I from which a sample is taken and oe to the mag eae 
and the result of the analysis is mailed to the customer. If the milk or cream is 
up to our standard nothing more is done, but if it is not the assistant inspector 

s to the locality and watches for the driver; when the driver reaches the cus-

comparison with the sample or samples taken from the house from two to three 
hours later. If the sample taken from the house is poorer than sample taken from 
wagon, we know the servant is to blame, If both samples are poor we compare 
them with samples taken when the milk arrives from the farmer, and if poorer 
than such sample we know the driver is to blame. : 

There is one point of danger that can only be met by the earefal attention of 
the customer. e driver can adulterate his cream with milk while in the act of 
delivering it. Our inspector can only control the quality of the cream in the 
cream can. Customers are advised to see that the cream is taken out of the cream 
can in their presence when being delivered. 

When we commenced this system of control, May, 1883, we had 800 families; 
we have May 1, 1884, 1,400. tov speaks velumes for our system. h the as- 
sistance of the public we can guarantee pure wholesome milk. 

This is no Quixotic experiment. The idea of controlling the quality of 1 
and cream bought and delivered by a dealer through a chemical laboratory was 
originated by the Great Aylesbury Dairy Co. of London, and has taken it 17 years 
to perfect its system. Protiting by their experience, we haye enlarged our chemi- 
cal laboratory, which is a necessary adjunct of our milk business, so as to do 


general analytical work.
